To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Allegheny  County 
Workhouse  and  Inebriate  Asylum: 

Gentlemen  : — ■ 

I herewith  beg  to  submit  the  Forty-ninth  Annual  Report  of 
the  x\llegheny  County  Workhouse  and  Inebriate  Asylum  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1918. 

Attached  hereto  and  made  a part  of  this  report  are  the 
financial  exhibit,  operations  of  the  industrial  departments,  statis- 
tical tables,  reports  from  the  Chaplain,  the  Medical  Department 
and  the  Farm  Deputy,  and  you  are  referred  thereto  for  detailed 
information. 

I give  you  below,  in  condensed  form,  the  movements  of  the 
population  for  the  year,  the  cash  balances  on  hand,  the  daily 
average  population,  and  the  average  daily  cost  of  each  inmate:

The  uncertainty  of  securing  supplies  for  the  several  indus- 
tries necessitated  carrying  unusually  heavy  stocks,  and,  as  is  well 
known,  the  purchasing  prices  were  abnormal,  and  in  view  of  the 
possibility  of  decreasing  values,  we  have  deemed  it  wise  to  dis- 
count the  cost  of  the  stock  on  hand,  which  necessarily  decreases 
the  book  profits  of  the  various  industries. 


The  work  of  the  past  year  has  been  as  follows : One  of  the 

two  new  reservoirs,  of  1,500,000  gallons  capacity  each,  has  been 
finished  and  the  other  advanced  slightly.  The  work  on  the  female 
department  has  been  held  back  a great  deal  by  reason  of  our  small 
population,  which  has  decreased  very  materially,  and  the  class  of 
men  coming  to  us  were  less  desirable,  and  therefore  interfered 
with  the  industries  as  well  as  the  construction  work. 

The  breaking  of  the  Aspinwall  dam  gave  us  a low  stage  of 
water  in  the  pool,  and  we  took  advantage  of  this  fact  in  starting 
the  construction  of  a retaining  wall  at  the  upper  end  of  the  prop- 
erty, immediately  in  front  of  the  pumping  station,  which  was 
almost  washed  away  by  the  ice  and  high  water  of  last  spring. 


The  intended  establishment  of  an  ine'briate  asylum  and  hos- 
pital in  the  East  Building  of  the  old  North  Side  City  Home  prop- 
erty is  for  the  present  held  in  abeyance,  owing  to  this  property- 
being  turned  over  to  tbe  U.  S.  Government  for  hospital  purposes. 
This  is  very  inconvenient,  inasmuch  as  we  are  in  need  of  a new 
hospital ; but  it  does  not  seem  that  we  would  be  justified  in  erect- 
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ing  this  building  inside  the  walls  of  the  prison,  inasmuch  as  the 
Government  will,  within  a few  years  at  most,  return  the  property 
to  the  county,  when  it  can  be  used  for  the  purposes  above  men- 
tioned, and  for  any  other  purposes  the  County  Commissioners 
may  see  proper,  and  that  it  is  fitted  for — as,  for  instance,  a County 
Hospital  or  Jail. 


The  contracts  have  been  let  for  a new  Electric  Pumping 
System  to  be  installed,  which  is  necessitated  by  the  dilapidated  and 
worn-out  condition  of  the  present  system  of  pumps,  engines  and 
boilers,  which  have  been  in  constant  service  for  the  past  thirty-five 
years  or  more. 


We  have  purchased  an  additional  farm  acreage  of  122  acres, 
adjoining  our  present  holdings,  at  a cost  of  $51,850.00.  This 
makes  a total  acreage  owned  by  the  institution  of  670  acres.

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CHAPLAIN’S  REPORT 


To  the  Honorable,  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Allegheny 

County  W orkhouse  and  Inebriate  Asylum: 

Gentlemen  : — 

I hereby  submit  to  you  my  Fifth  Annual  Report  as  chaplain. 

The  work  of  the  chaplain  has  been  very  much  the  same  as  m 
past  years  ; varied,  of  course,  by  the  changing  population  and  the 
needs  of  particular  cases. 

The  peculiar  conditions  brought  about  by  the  war  have  had 
their  effect  upon  the  matter  of  inmates  both  directly  and  indi- 
rectly. The  great  demand  for  labor  and  the  higher  wages  paid 
have  had  their  effect.  The  call  of  our  country  for  men  to  do 
service  in  the  army  has  given  an  opportunity  for  some  to  show 
qualities  which  seemed  to  be  hidden  before.  W e have  informa- 
tion from  various  sources  that  a number  of  former  inmates  have 
“done  their  bit”  faithfully  and  bravely;  which  emphasizes  the 
principle,  that  to  have  something  worth  while  to  do  and  to  strive 
to  do  it,  is  a great  factor  in  all  reform. 

The  usual  routine  work  has  been  carried  on  ; including  the 
reading  of  incoming  and  outgoing  letters,  and  looking  after  the 
distribution  of  books  and  other  literature  from  the  library.  Our 
school  which  is  conducted  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  cannot 
read  or  write  has  been  conducted  during  the  fall  and  winter 
months,  with  an  average  attendance  of  fifty-hve. 

Religious  Services 

Our  Sunday  services  have  been  conducted  regularly.  Preach- 
ing services  at  10:00  A.  M.  and  Sabbath  School  services  at  3:30 
P.  M.  The  special  interests  of  the  Catholic  inmates  has  been 
faithfully  looked  after  by  Father  Rosensteel,  of  Sharpsburg. 
Mrs.  J.  C.  DeNoon,  President  of  “The  New  Future  Home”  (for 
women),  and  i\Ir.  R.  H.  McBride,  Superintendent  of  “The  Part- 
ing of  the  Ways  Home”  (for  men),  have  held  services  regularly 
one  Sunday  afternoon  df  each  month. 

The  religious  work  among  the  men  has  been  carried  on  as 
opportunity  offered  for  personal  interviews  with  the  inmates. 
The  results,  which  are  incapable  of  definite  detailed  report,  have 
heen  very  encouraging.  The  attendance  of  the  inmates  at  chapel 
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services  is  entirely  voluntary,  and  we  are  pleased  to  report  a very 
good  attendance  at  all  the  services.  The  music  by  the  choir, 
which  is  under  the  efficient  leadership  of  Mrs.  W.  B.  Alter,  has 
been  a great  help  to  the  services. 

Entertainments 

In  the  line  of  entertainments  we  have  had  concerts  and 
moving  pictures  at  stated  intervals.  The  concerts  were  given  by 
the  following  parties : The  Imperial  Quartette,  the  Tuesday 

Musical,  the  Hoboken  Orchestra,  Mr.  E.  B.  Osier  and  friends, 
and  the  Jesters  Club.  When  the  weather  was  favorable  the  in- 
mates engaged  in  athletic  sports  on  Saturday  afternoons.

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PHYSICIAN’S  REPORT 


Hoboken,  Pa.,  December  31,  1918. 

To  the  Honorable,  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Allegheny 

Count\  Workhouse  and  Inebriate  Asylum: 

Gentlemen  ; — 

I submit  the  following  report  of  the  work  done  in  the  iMed- 
ical  Department  during  the  year  ending  December  31,  1918  : 

The  general  health  of  the  inmates  was  good.  There  were  no 
contagious  or  epidemic  diseases  until  influenza  became  prevalent 
during  the  last  three  months  of  the  year.  These  patients  were  so 
promptly  and  thoroughly  isolated  by  the  physicians  who  had 
charge  during  my  service  with  the  Government  that  we  had  but 
eighteen  cases  of  this  disease  at  this  time. 

Early  in  the  year  a prisoner  was  discharged  after  a few  days 
imprisonment  who  was  reported  as  having  variola.  His  contacts 
were  immediately  segregated  and  vaccinated,  with  the  result  no 
new  cases  developed. 

There  was  a marked  increase  in  the  number  of  venereal 
cases  treated.  Those  tabulated  are  all  acute  and  do  not  include 
the  numerous  degenerative  processes  cared  for  by  us. 

Our  hospital  and  dispensary  are  in  need  of  improvements. 
Inasmuch  as  we  will  not  secure  possession  of  the  North  Side 
Home  buildings  for  some  years,  I would  ask  the  completing  of 
these  as  soon  as  possible. 

I desire  at  this  time  to  express  my  appreciatmn  of  the  co- 
operation of  your  Board  and  your  Superintendent  in  our  depart- 
ment.

FARMER’S  REPORT 


Mr.  A.  H.  Leslie,  Superintendent  of  the  Allegheny  County  IVork- 

house  and  Inebriate  Asylum: 

Dear  Sir  : — 

I hereby  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1918: 

The  spring  season  opened  early  and  the  summer  season  was 
favorable  to  get  the  work  done  on  the  farm.  The  severe  winter 
froze  some  of  the  wheat  out  and  the  average  yield  was  lowered 
for  this  reason,  although  some  of  the  wheat  yielded  40  bushels 
per  acre.  The  midsummer  drought  hit  the  early  potatoes  just  at 
the  critical  time,  and  was  very  severe  on  the  starting  of  the  late 
cabbage.  The  late  potatoes  had  good  growing  weather,  and  con- 
tinued to  grow  until  frost,  but  owing  to  the  plan  of  rotation  it  was 
necessary  to  plant  them  on  some  ground  not  so  well  adapted  to 
potatoes. 

The  work  during  the  growing  season  was  kept  up  to  time,  the 
cultivated  crops  were  kept  clean,  and  with  one  or  two  exceptions 
were  above  the  average  in  yield.

County  Work  House  and  Inebriate  Asylum: 

Gentlemen  : — 

I herewith  beg  to  submit  the  Fiftieth  Annual  Report  of 
the  Allegheny  County  Work  House  and  Inebriate  Asylum, 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1919. 

Attached  hereto  and  made  a part  of  the  report,  are  the 
financial  exhibit,  operations  of  the  industrial  departments, 
statistical  tables,  reports  from  the  Chaplin,  the  Medical  De- 
partment and  the  Farm  Deputy,  and  you  are  referred  there- 
to for  detailed  information. 

I give  you  below  in  condensed  form  the  movements  of 
the  population  for  the  year,  the  cash  balances  on  hand,  the 
daily  average  population,  and  the  average  daily  cost  of  each 
inmate :

Changing  the  Female  Wing  from  cell  to  dormitory 
system,  with  a cell  room  annex,  together  with  a female 
dining  room,  work  room,  hospital,  storage  rooms,  and 
matrons  quarters.  These  buildings  when  completed  will 
make  a first-class,  sanitary,  up-to-date  female  prison.

An  electric  pumping  system  for  the  water  supply  has 
been  installed. 


A Bertillon  and  Finger  Print  system  of  identification 
has  been  installed,  and  is  now  in  working  condition. 


A new  internal  telephone  system  has  also  been  installed. 


The  prohibition  of  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  alco- 
holic liquors  has  very  materially  reduced  the  commitments 
of  prisoners  by  Police  Magistrates  and  Aldermen,  so  that 
the  number  of  prisoners  in  confinement  December  31,  1919, 
IS  less  than  any  date  since  May  31,  1888.

What  the  future  may  be  we  cannot  foresee;  however, 
it  does  seem  that  the  necessity  of  an  inebriate  asylum  is 
very  much  lessened,  and  therefore  consideration  should  be 
given  whether  it  is  wise  and  economical  to  establish  the 
prison  hospital  as  originally  planned  in  the  East  Building 
of  the  Old  City  Home  Property.  The  strong  argument  in 
favor  of  this  location  was  the  treatment  of  inebriates.  A 
hospital  outside  the  walls  will  very  materially  add  to  the  ex- 
pense for  heating  and  attendants;  and  further,  the  County 
Medical  Society  has  made  a request  upon  the  County  Com- 
missioners for  a County  Hospital.  Parkview  would  be  an 
ideal  location,  and  judging  from  rumors,  the  Federal 
Government  will  vacate  this  property  shortly,  and  it  would 
therefore  be  immediately  available.

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CHAPLAIN’S  REPORT 


To  the  Honorable,  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Allegheny 

County  Workhouse  and  Inebriate  Asylum: 

Gentlemen  : — 

I hereby  submit  to  you  my  Sixth  Annual  Report  as 
Chaplain. 

The  year  has  been  filled  with  labors  not  greatly  unlike 
those  of  former  years ; varying  with  the  changing  popula- 
tion and  the  personnel  of  the  inmates.  The  striking  changes 
in  the  great  world  outside  of  the  prison  walls  have  been 
more  or  less  reflected  in  the  lives  of  the  inmates  of  the  in- 
stitution. The  unsettled  state  of  the  economic,  social,  and 
political  world,  has  had  its  effect  either  for  good  or  ill.  As 
one  observes  the  so-called  criminal  class,  he  is  impressed 
with  the  fact  that,  after  all,  human  nature  is  very  much 
the  same  today  that  it  has  ever  been,  and  that  while  methods 
of  applying  remedial  agencies  will  change,  yet  there  re- 
mains the  great  need  for  the  same  effective  remedy  to  be 
found  in  education,  and  moral  and  religious  regeneration. 
Changing  economic  and  social  conditions  may  vary  in  their 
effect  as  furnishing  the  occasion  for  crime,  yet  we  must 
ever  seek  for  the  cause  in  the  human  heart  and  will , in 
wrong  ideals  of  social  duty  or  human  justice;  in  perverted 
or  lessened  respect  for  the  dignity  of  law  and  the  sanctity 
of  human  rights. 

I believe,  if  we  are  to  have  a better  expression  of  civic 
righteousness,  we  must  have  an  enlightened  public  opinion 
as  well  as  an  educated  individual  conscience.  The  prisoner 
is  one  who  is  out  of  harmony  with  established  civic  and 
moral  law.  He  needs  to  have  his  ideals  of  duty  stiength- 
ened.  The  Chaplain,  if  his  work  is  to  be  effective,  must 
keep  in  mind  the  general  principles  and  strive,  as  opport- 
tunity  affords,  to  apply  them  to  particular  cases.  There  are 
three  crises  in  the  life  of  an  inmate  which  the  Chaplain 
must  consider:  1.  It  is  very  important  for  the  prisoner,  as 

he  enters,  that  he  has  the  proper  attitude  of  mind  towaid 
' the  institution  and  the  officers  who  have  charge  over  him. 
2.  He  must  be  guided  in  his  prison  life  so  that  he  be  pre- 


vented  from  forming  evil  habits  of  thought — that  his  views 
of  life  be  corrected  and  a moral  purpose  developed.  3.  He 
must  be  prepared  for  the  task  of  taking  his  place  in  society 
when  he  leaves  the  institution. 

The  Chaplain’s  work  may  be  considered  under  the  fol- 
lowing general  divisions; 

Religious  Services 

Under  the  general  head  of  religious  instruction,  the 
religious  services  each  Sabbath,  the  Chaplain  preaches  at 
10:00  .A  M.  and  teaches  the  International  Sunday  School 
Lesson  at  3:30  P.  M.  We  strive  to  make  these  services 
strictly  non-sectarian.  Father  Rosensteel  has  very  faith- 
fully looked  after  the  special  interests  of  the  Catholic  in- 
mates. Mr.  R.  H.  McBride,  of  the  “Parting  of  the  Ways 
Home’’,  and  Mrs.  J.  C.  DeNoon,  of  the  “New  Future  Home”, 
have  held  meetings  at  stated  times  during  the  year. 

The  Chapel  Services  have  been  well  attended  and  we 
believe  have  been  instrumental  in  helping  to  a nobler  pur- 
pose those  who  attend.  Representatives  of  the  Salvation 
Army  held  a service  on  what  they  term  “Prison  Sunday”  in 
the  month  of  January. 

We  wish  here  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  ser- 
vices of  Mrs.  W.  B.  Alter,  who,  after  twenty  years  of  faith- 
ful and  efficient  service,  has  resigned  as  musical  directress. 
During  these  years  she  has  had  the  highest  e.steem  not  only 
of  the  inmates  who  have  received  instructions  in  the  choir, 
but  also  of  the  officers  and  employees  who  have  been  as- 
sociated with  her.  The  present  choir  gave  Mrs.  Alter  a 
beautiful  fibre  rocking  chair,  and  the  officers  and  employees 
other  tokens  of  their  appreciation. 

The  Library 

Under  the  head  of  secular  education,  the  Library  holds 
an  important  place.  During  the  year  the  library  has  been 
"creased  by  several  hundred  volumes,  by  purchase  and 
special  donations.  Thousands  of  books  have  been  circulated 
and  the  interest  in  the  library  has  been  growing.  In  con- 
nection with  the  library  work,  large  numbers  of  religious 


(if) 


papers  have  been  distributed.  We  are  indebted  to  the 
Pittsburgh  Catholic,  the  United  Prebsyterian,  the  Presby- 
terian Banner,  and  the  Pittsburgh  Advocate  Publishing 
Companies  for  generous  donations  of  their  publications  and 
exchange  papers. 

A night  school  is  conducted  during  the  fall  and  winter 
months  for  the  instruction  of  those  who  avail  themselves 
of  the  privilege. 

Entertainments 

In  addition  to  moving  pictures  the  following  organiza- 
tions generously  gave  their  services  in  entertainments ; 
The  Lindsay  Quartette,  the  Tuesday  Musical  Society  of 
Pittsburgh,  the  Hoboken  Orchestra,  assisted  by  Mrs.  Sher- 
rel.  Miss  Edna  Wigton  and  Mr.  Frederick  Newman,  and  the 
Oxford  Entertainers,  assisted  by  Mr.  Edward  Wagner  and 
others.  During  the  season,  the  inmates  engaged  in  base 
ball  and  other  athletic  sports  on  Saturday  afternoons.

Gentlemen  : — 

The  following  report  of  the  work  done  in  the  Medical 
Department  with  the  accompanying  statistics  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1919,  is  respectfully  submitted: 

The  general  health  of  the  inmates  has  been  good. 
There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis.  This  increase  was  in  no  way  due  to  faults  of 
our  institution,  as  most  of  the  patients  showed  some  of  the 
manifestations  when  admitted. 

Flu,  with  its  various  complications,  continues  to  con- 
tribute a large  number  of  patients. 

Early  in  the  year  we  had  an  epidemic  of  mumps.  The 
neglect  of  the  men  to  report  when  they  were  first  sick  to- 
gether with  our  limited  facilities  for  the  proper  isolation  of 
them  had  to  do  with  the  spread  of  this  disease.  ^ 

We  had  also  a mild  case  of  variola  in  a prisoner  who 
had  been  in  the  prison  several  months.  He  was  sent  to  the 
Pittsburgh  Municipal  Hospital.  All  other  prisoners  were 
immediaely  vaccinated,  as  were  all  officers  and  employees. 
We  are  happy  to  say  no  other  cases  developed. 

The  health  of  the  female  prisoners  has  been  exception- 
ally good.

Mr.  A.  H.  Leslie,  Superintendent  of  the  Allegheny  County 
Workhouse  and  Inebriate  Asylum: 

Dear  Sir  : — 

I hereby  submit  the  following  report  of  the  farm  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1919 : 

The  wet  weather  during  the  early  spring  prevented  us 
from  getting  an  early  start  with  our  planting  and  conse- 
quently all  our  seeding  was  crowded  together.  As  a result 
of  these  conditions  we  were  unable  to  get  our  crops  culti- 
vated in  the  proper  manner  before  hay  and  grain  harvest. 
It  was  a very  good  growing  season,  however,  especially  for 
corn,  which  yielded  good. 

All  the  hay  was  cured  in  excellent  shape,  there  being 
very  fine  weather  during  the  harvest.
